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The  men's  and  women's  Fighting 
Scots  Cross  Country  teams  both  had 
very  successful  seasons  filled  with  steady 
improvements,  highlighted  with  strong 
finishes  at  the  conference  ineet.  In  his 
sophomore  campaign  as  cross  country 
coach,  Roger  Haynes  guided  the  Fighting 
Scots  to  their  best  conference  finish  in 
several  years. 

On  the  men's  side,  a  trio  of  All-Confer- 
ence selections:  Charlie  Sunderlage  (11th), 
Matt  Hargleroad  (12th)  and  Cory  Shook 
( 14th)  led  the  Scots  to  a  strong  second 
place  finish  behind  meet  host  Grinnell.

fter  a  3-7  record  in  the  2000  football  season,  the  Fighting  Scots  came  ready  to  turn  their  program  around  in 
August  of  2001 .  With  a  final  record  of  8-2,  and  a  third  place  taking  in  the  conference,  the  Scots  accomplished  what 
they  set  out  to  do.  Their  success  did  not  stai1  with  the  two  weeks  of  horribly  painful  doubles,  but  rather  with  the 
months  of  hard  work  in  the  weight  room  and  on  the  track  in  the  off  season.  With  the  season  opener  against  Eureka 
College,  the  Scots  embarrassed  their  opponents  and  started  off  a  beautiful  season.  The  only  two  bumps  along  the 
way  were  two  very  tough  games  that  ended  in  defeat  against  the  co-champions  of  the  Midwest  Conference.  The 
biggest  highlight  would  have  to  be  the  complete  domination  by  the  Scots  against  their  long-time  rival,  Knox 
College.  The  Scots  retained  the  Bronze  Turkey  for  the  third  straight  year  with  a  final  score  of  36-3.  Senior  offensive 
lineman  Nick  Detman  summed  up  the  season  by  stating  that  the  "Fighting  Scots  hiked  up  their  kilts  and  showed  the 
Midwest  Conference  what  we're  made  of."  For  the  younger  guys  it  was  a  gi'eat  way  to  start  a  program,  and  for  the 
seniors,  it  was  a  great  way  to  end  their  cai-eers  in  football.  The  twenty-two  seniors  can  lead  all  of  the  players  and 
supporters  in  tiiily  saying,  that  "the  Pride  is  Back"  in  Monmouth  Fighting  Scots  football.

They  finished 
the  season  with  a  record  of  10-6-2,  their  first  win- 
ning season  in  5  years.  It  was  a  year  of  great 
accomplishments  for  the  men's  team.  Coached 
by  Rue  Carthew,  the  team  finished  third  in  the 
Midwest  Conference  during  the  regular  season 
and  qualified  for  the  MWC  tomnament.  At  the 
tournament  they  succeeded  in  winning  the 
Midwestem  Conference  title  for  the  first  time  in 
the  program's  30-yeai"  history.  Also  by  winning 
the  MWC  tournament  the  men  qualified  for  the

At  the  very  first 
practice,  Comeaux  observed  the  extremely  different  styles  of  play  among  each  of  her  players,  and  real- 
ized she  was  in  for  a  big  challenge.  During  pre-season  training,  the  new  coach  used  a  combination  of 
drills  that  were  both  physically  and  mentally  demanding  in  order  to  shape  and  unify  her  team.

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Upon  entering  Glennie  Gymnasium  for  a  Monmouth  College  women's  volleyball  match,  spectators  might  have  been  puz- 
zled by  the  Lady  Scots'  pre-game  ritual.  Created  by  three  talented  upperclassmen,  the  song  was  designed  to  unify  the  team 
before  focusing  intensity  on  winning  the  game  at  hand.  This  was  only  one  of  the  signature  elements  to  the  team. 

With  the  assoitment  of  seventeen  extremely  knowledgeable  and  talented  women,  the  season  was  bound  to  be  exciting.  The 
Scots  finished  the  yeai-  with  a  23-1 1  record.  Only  one  other  squad  in  Monmouth  College  history  has  won  more  games  in  a  sea- 
son. The  varsity  squad  was  comprised  of  five  seniors,  two  juniors,  one  sophomore,  and  nine  Ireshmen.  Holding  down  the 
Fighting  Scots'  offense  was  setter  Megan  Harris,  middle  hitter  Jaime  Jones,  and  outside  hitter  Tracy  Nelson.  Adding  to  the  Scots' 
offense  was  Melissa  Jones  and  Ashley  Roller.  Captains  were  Jaime  Jones  and  Becky  Lang. 

Eveiy  aspect  of  the  game  seemed  to  be  covered  by  the  team,  whether  it  was  the  immaculate  serve  receive  of  Ashley  Koller  and 
Maria  Shepard,  or  the  amplified  voice  of  Amy  Bender  One  highlight  came  when  the  team  traveled  to  Georgetown,  Texas,  to  par- 
ticipate in  a  toiuTiament  hosted  by  Southwestern  University.  The  Scots  took  Texas  by  storm,  posting  a  3-1  record.  Other  tourna- 
ments deserving  recognition  were  the  River  City  Classic  in  which  the  Scots  placed  second,  and  also  the  Knox  Tournament. 

After  a  first  place  finish  at  the  Knox  Tournament,  it  was  time  to  think  about  Conference.  The  team  finished  fifth  out  of  nine  teams. 
In  reference  to  the  conference  tourney,  coach  Kaii  Shimmin  stated,  "It's  not  a  tme  double  elimination  toumament  Once  you  lose  that 
first  match,  the  best  you  can  do  is  fifth  place."  The  fifth  place  tournament  finish  isn't  indicative  of  the  spectacular  play  the  team 
impressed  audiences  with.  Many  individuals  had  record  setting  years. 

Jaime  Jones  will  leave  Monmouth  College  with  the  all  time  career  kill  record,  formerly  held  by  Coach  Kari  Shimmin,  as  well 
as  records  for  most  kills  in  a  season  and  kills  per  game.  The  intensity  of  Megan  Harris  in  the  setting  position  earned  her  a  spot  in 
the  record  books  as  well  for  most  set  assists  in  a  season,  single  game,  and  tops  the  charts  at  most  assists  in  the  college's  history. 
Roimding  out  the  record  setting  pace  was  Maria  Shepard  who  ended  the  season  only  three  aces  shy  of  a  single  season  record.  AH 
conference  selections  by  the  Midwest  Conference  coaches  included  First  Team  Jaime  Jones  and  Second  Team  Tracy  Nelson  and 
Melissa  Jones.

VV  ith  a  team  full  of  talented  women,  it  was  somewhat 
of  a  disappointing  season  for  the  Lady  Scots  who  finished 
just  5-11  in  the  Midwest  Conference  and  5-18  overall. 

The  women  played  perhaps  their  most  entertaining 
game  of  the  year  against  St.  Norbert  College,  a  team  that 
is  a  perermial  playoff  squad,  in  what  some  claimed  to  be 
the  best  Monmouth  women's  basketball  game  they  have 
ever  seen,  as  the  Scots  pulled  away  a  victory  74-72. 

Despite  their  hard  effort,  a  disappointing  season  came 
to  a  disappointing  end  when  the  Knox  Prairie  Fire  stole 
their  final  game  on  a  last  minute  3 -pointer  to  win  60-58.

he  indoor  Midwest  Conference  meet  held  at 
Knox  College  was  a  big  weekend  for  both 
the  men's  and  women's  track  teams  as  they  defeated 
rival  Carroll  College  to  take  home  the  championship 
trophy.  The  men  defended  their  title  from  the  previ- 
ous year  and  the  women  regained  their  title  after  los- 
ing it  to  Carroll  just  last  year. 

It  was  the  men's  seventh  indoor  championship  in 
eight  years  and  the  women's  fifth  championship  in 
seven  years. 

Several  athletes  were  named  conference  champi- 
ons, while  others  were  successful  in  setting  new 
school  and  conference  records,  and  meeting  the 
national  qualifying  standards. 

On  the  men's  team,  senior  David  Hodge  won  both 
the  long  jump  and  triple  jump.  Freshman  Keenan 
King  won  the  55m  and  the  200m  as  well  as  placing 
third  in  the  55m  hurdles  and  second  in  the  pole  vault 
competition.  The  4x200m  relay  placed  first,  setting  a 
new  school  record,  and  the  4x400m  relay  finished 
first  which  qualified  them  for  the  national  meet. 
Individual  national  qualifiers  were  senior  Scott 
Stanton  in  the  55m  hurdles  and  sophomore  Ryan 
Moll  in  the  400m. 

The  women's  team  proved  just  as  successftil. 
Junior  Cheris  Beaty  placed  second  in  the  pole  vault 
competition  setting  a  new  school  record.  Junior 
Melissa  Jones  won  the  high  jump  and  also  qualified 
for  the  national  meet.  Junior  Kara  Kuhrts  won  both 
the  long  jump  and  triple  jump,  qualifying  for  nation- 
als in  both  events  and  setting  a  new  school  record  in 
the  triple  jump.  Winning  three  individual  champi- 
onships was  junior  Philicia  Moredock  in  the  55m, 
55m  hurdles,  and  the  400m.  She  qualified  for  nation- 
als in  all  three  events. 

King,  Hodge,  Kuhrts,  and  Moredock  were  named 
outstanding  performers  at  the  conference  meet.  Head 
Coach  Roger  Haynes  was  named  Midwest  Confer- 
ence Coach  of  the  Year. 

The  NCAA  Division  III  National  Championships 
were  held  at  Northern  Ohio  University.  Jones  and 
Stanton  received  Ail-American  honors  in  their  events 
by  placing  among  the  top  six  in  their  event.  Jones 
placed  fourth  in  the  high  jump  with  a  jump  of 
5'5.25"  and  Stanton  finished  fifth  in  the  55m  hurdles 
with  a  time  of  7.66  seconds.

The  Broadway  production  of  "The  Visit" 
was  a  Drama  Critics'  Circle  Award  winner 
starring  Alfred  Lunt  and  Lynn  Fontanne  in 
1958.  The  play  is  a  creepy  tragicomedy  that 
tells  the  story  of  a  rich  and  flamboyant 
woman  who  returns  to  the  economically 
depressed  village  of  her  birth  and  offers  to 
donate  a  large  sum  of  money  to  get  the  town 
back  on  its  feet.

The  Vagina  Monologues  is  a  series  of  monologues  composed  by  Eve  Ensler  after  a  series  of 
interviews  with  New  York  Women.  They  cover  everything  from  tampons  to  orgasms.  Each 
monologue  represents  a  certain  woman,  but  can  be  identified  with  by  many  women.  The  VM 
has  been  performed  in  countries  all  over  the  world  and  has  raised  billions  of  dollars  to  help 
stop  violence  against  women  and  girls.  The  mission  of  the  VM  is  to  reclaim  Valentines  day  as 
V-day  (Vagina  Day)  until  the  violence  around  the  world  stops.  All  proceeds  from  the  show  go  to 
organizations  that  help  eradicate  violence. 

The  Monmouth  College  production  went  up  on  V-day  and  had  three  showings.  Twenty 
women  and  a  couple  of  wonderful  men  made  the  show  a  success.  The  VM  were  sponsored  by 
the  Coalition  for  Women's  Awareness,  Crimson  Masque,  and  People  Respecting  Individual 
Sexuality  at  Monmouth.  The  Monmouth  College  production  of  the  Vagina  Monologues  was 
part  of  a  College  campaign.  This  means  that  the  show  was  directed  and  performed  primarily 
by  students,  that  no  one  was  paid  to  be  in  the  show,  and  that  all  proceeds  went  to  a  charity  of 
the  group's  choice.  The  production  raised  over  $1000.  Ten  percent  of  the  proceeds  went  to  the 
women  of  Afghanistan  and  the  rest  of  the  proceeds  went  to  Safe  Harbor  in  Galesburg,  Illinois.

The  recipient  of  Monmouth's  Young  Alumnus  Award  in  1973, 

Chism  was  given  the 
Distinguished  Alumnus  Award  in 
1999.  Before  co-founding  The 
Cancer  Care  Institute,  Chism 's 
career  path  in  medicine  took  him 
to  New  England  and  Australia, 
as  well  as  several  locations  in 
California. 

Chism  came  to  Monmouth 
from  Newton,  Iowa,  and  was 
involved  in  numerous  campus 
activities,  including  Blue  Key 
and  Tau  Kappa  Epsilon.  He  was 
elected  the  Outstanding 
Freshman  Man,  president  of  the 
sophomore  class  and  TKE  presi- 
dent. Chism  earned  his  medical 
degree  from  the  University  of 
Iowa  in  1967. 

"Dr.  Chism  has  lived  a  life 
of  continuous  learning,"  said  col- 
lege president  Richard  F.  Giese. 
"He  is  a  tremendous  role  model 
for  our  students,  and  I'm  sure 
he'll  serve  as  an  inspiration  to 
them  as  well." 

Chism  often  says  that 
Monmouth  College  instilled  in 
him  a  lifelong  love  of  learning, 
and  as  proof,  he  is  currently 
enrolled  in  the  master's  of  liberal 
arts  program  at  Stanford  University.  A  bicycling  enthusiast, 
Chism  has  toured  extensively  throughout  America  and  Europe, 
including  trips  with  his  wife,  Karen  Barrett  Chism,  a  1965 
Monmouth  graduate  and  a  trustee  on  the  Monmouth  College 
board. 

Chism  will  be  the  first  Monmouth  graduate  to  deliver  the

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^^Critical  thinking  is  a  process;  it  is  a  habit.  It  is  an  intelligence  by 
which  you  learn  to  analyze  ideas,  question  the  assumptions  of  your 
teachers,  identify  the  logic  of  other  people's  arguments,  discriminate 
usefully  between  fact  and  fancy,  and  by  which  you  synthesize  this  tangle 
of  information  to  arrive  at  your  own  conclusionr^ 
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^^Many  of  my  highly  achieved  medical  colleagues,  late  in  their 
careers,  comment  that  they  wished  they  had  committed  more  time  to 
matters  of  general  cultural  concern  such  as  family,  literature,  art,  histo- 
ry, philosophy,  and  fun... that  is,  to  the  realm  of  the  liberal  arts.  But  not  a 
single  colleague  has  ever  told  me  that  they  wished  they  had  spent  more 
time  at  the  office  working  at  their  vocation.  You  will  have  to  find  your 
own  balance  betM'een  the  vocational  arts  and  the  liberal  arts  in  your 
future  lives,  but  I  hope  you  remember  that  a  lot  of  people  who  have  been 
there  before  you,  if  given  a  second  chance,  would  change  their  emphasis 
from  billable  hours  to  quality  hours  spent  with  a  good  book,  music,  chil- 
dren, family,  and  friends.  Lilly  Tomlin  condensed  it  perfectly  when  she 
chided  the  excessively  driven:  "Even  if  you  win  the  rat  race,  vou're  still 
a  rat.^^ 
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Farewell  to  the  College 


When  I  was  trying  to  find  a  topic  about  which  to  speak  today,  one  thing  kept  coming  to  mind:  speak 
about  something  you  know,  and  what  do  I  know  better  than  myself.  So  I  decided  to  speak  about  what  I 
learned  at  Monmouth  College. 

We  have  had  quite  a  bit  of  learning  from  textbooks  in  our  years  at  Monmouth,  and  while  that  knowl- 
edge will  greatly  increase  our  chances  for  success,  it  cannot  guarantee  success.  There  is  other  knowl- 
edge that  is  equally  important  in  determining  success  in  life.  People  need  knowledge  of  their  field  (text 
learning),  but  they  also  need  social  skills,  the  ability  to  think,  the  ability  to  feel.. .to  name  a  few.  These 

are  things  that  we  do  not  learn  inside  the  classroom,  but  we 
]  still  learn  them  in  the  Monmouth  environment... in  the  organi- 
zations in  which  we  participate,  the  leadership  positions  we 
hold,  the  friends  we  make,  and  so  on.  This  is  the  knowledge  I 
wish  to  discuss  today.  The  following  are  those  lessons,  in  my 
own  words  and  aided  by  the  words  of  others. 

Life  Lessons  I  Learned  at  Monmouth  College: 

♦  Not  all  things  will  go  the  way  you  want  them  to,  but  all 
things  will  go  the  way  they  should. 

♦  Your  experiences  build  your  character. 

♦  Character  is  what  you  know  you  are,  not  what  others  think 
you  are. 

♦  Here  is  some  advice  you  may  have  heard.  "Watch  your 
thoughts,  they  become  your  words;  watch  you  words,  they 
become  actions;  watch  your  actions,  they  become  your 
character;  watch  your  character,  it  becomes  your  destiny." 

♦  Trials  and  tribulations,  at  Monmouth  and  after,  serve  to 
strengthen  your  character. 

♦  When  you  don't  like  the  way  something  is  done,  don't  complain  about  it.  Do  something  to  change  it 
because  if  you  always  do  what  you  always  did,  you'll  always  get  what  you  always  got. 

♦  If  you  try  pleasing  everyone,  you  won't  please  anyone.  You  can  only  do  what  you  think  is  best. 

♦  If  you  never  try,  you  never  fail.  But  if  you  never  fail,  you  never  succeed. 

♦  Margaret  Thatcher:  "You  may  have  to  fight  a  battle  more  than  once  to  win  it." 

♦  You  may  be  disappointed  if  you  fail,  but  you  are  doomed  if  you  don't  try. 

♦  You  must  truly  love  yourself  before  someone  else  can  truly  love  you. 

♦  Say  what  you  think  or  believe,  especially  when  others  disagree,  for  only  then  can  a  real  debate 
ensue.  But  be  open-minded. 

♦  Ignorance  is  a  catalyst  for  fear.  What  we  don't  know,  we  distrust.  And  what  we  distrust,  we  avoid 
and  even  despise.  Don't  be  ignorant. 

♦  General  Patton:  "If  everyone  is  thinking  alike,  then  somebody  isn't  thinking." 

♦  Madame  Curie:  "Nothing  in  life  is  to  be  feared.  It  is  only  to  be  imderstood." 

♦  Have  faith  in  others,  and  others  will  have  faith  in  you. 

♦  No  matter  how  successfiil  you  become,  always  remember  those  who  helped  you  along  the  way.

♦  We  must  not,  in  trying  to  think  about  how  we  can  make  a  difference,  ignore  the  small  daily 
differences  we  can  make  which,  over  time,  add  up  to  big  differences  that  we  often  cannot  foresee.
